Lord  Northcllffe  was  the  first  JournaUat  who 
In  a  large  way  sought  to  attract  the  attention 
of  women  In  doing  this  he  saw  a  factor  of 
great  potentiality  In  the  development  of  second- 
ary nedra.  His  advice  was  always  to  have  one 
woman's  story  at  the  top  of  all  the  main  news 
pages.  He  made  news  widen  its  appeal.  His 
keen  intelligence  taught  him  that  women  and 
their  Interests  had  been  de.splsed  In  the  public 
press,  that  newspapers  were  confining  them- 
selves to  Stedgy  poUtlea.  In  this  respect  he 
said:  "We  must  not  let  politics  dominate  the 
paper,  but  we  must  get  the  news  in  politics  and 
gtva  It  all;  but.  please,  no  16ng«wtnded  columns 
of  mere  words  and  hackneyed  phrases  of  COr- 
fipl  lolemnlty.  Treat  politics  as  you  troftt  ill 
ottMT  am-  on  Itg  Atrlta.  n  iMu  no  'dlTlae 

rlRht'  on  newspaper  space  .  .  Make  the  paper 
a  happy  one.  fresh  and  free  from  dullness,  and 
vltti  ptohty  of  eontfaat  la  the  news.  " 

The  one  dominant  note  In  the  late  Lord 
Northcliffe's  estimate  of  a  newspaper  was  his  in- 
ilitanOe  en  news  as  the  (oundatum  of  circula- 
tion Where  his  newspapers  held  certain  views 
they  were  expressed  boldly,  and  ^^iterated  again 
and  atafai  In  liilta  <rf  any  reeentawnt  they 
arou-^ed  Whai  wai  the  rc.^ult''  The  readers  of 
the  Morthciifft  Bms  multiplied  from  year  to 
year.  Re  aelaod  upon  and  held  the  public  imag

On  the  other  hand,  the  Confederstionists  woffo  eojiportod  by 
the  v;rou  inv',  demand  of  ilu-  people  for  self  j^ovcrnmeht,  the  re- 
sult ol  the  very  real  leeiing  of  oppression  under  ihf  "yoke  of 
Downing  Street."  From  the  beginning  of  the  agitstion.  one  of 
the  chief  inducements  to  join  C.madi  lav  in  hope  of  responsible 
government  under  a  constitution  such  a  tlx  other  provmcet  4n 
joyed.  For  more  than  a  decade,  the  colony  had  been  gomned 
by  men  who  were  often  profoundlv  ignorant  of  thf  tharactcr 
and  wants  of  the  people.  4nd  indiiierent  to  tlK  welf4re  of  the 
country.  The  British  Colonist,  in  July.  1871,  stated  that  most 
people,  similarly  situated,  would  have  been  diivcn  into  the 
neighboring  republic,  and  nothing  but  a  hopeful  and  loyal  popu- 
lation had  preserved  the  colony  to  the  British  Crown  for  so  long. 
That  may  be  true,  but.  looking  back  ovcr^sixtjr  years,  it  seems 
probable  that  the  very  divfnity  of  public  opinion,  and  lack  of 
unity  among  the  people  did  aiach  to  prevent  that  contingency, 
aided  by  the  indiffuencc  ag  to  bow  they  were  fovcrntd  of  a 
large  section  of  the  population,  which  had  no  iatCQtion  of 
settling,  but  merely  wanted  the  country's  gold. 

On  the  sside  of  political  change  anci  (Confederation  with 
Canada  was  also  the  great  need  of  the  colony  for  some  relief 
from  the  linanual  depression  it  had  suffered  for  years.  Its  gold 
mines  were  apparently  boooming  exhauittd,  its  agricultural  pos- 
sibilities liad  only  been  touched,  its  other  vast  resources  were 
undeveloped,  industries  were  almost  unknown,  and  the  colony 
labeired  under  a  heavy  publii  debt.  1  he  terms  sent  to  Ottawa 
showed  plainly  that  Britiih  Columbia  liopcil  to  find  in  Con- 
federation the  panacea  fo?  all  «ts  ills,  and  when  Canada  offered 
all  and  more  tbiia  wis  gikMi.  tbo  loot  remoiatag  oppoottioa  was 

withdrawn 

British  Columbia  entered  the  union  fpll  of  hope  in  the 
future,  and  eager  te  work  out  its  political  destiny.  At  one 
stroke,  the  colonv  achieved  full  political  and  constitotional 
liberty)  and  allied  itssH  wuh  a  prosjierous  country  and  an  already 
pofwtrful  notten.  At  ont  strMte,  it  cast  off  the  bonds  of  thr 
outworn  colonial  system  which  tied  it  to  the  Mother  Country 
and  at  the  same  time  broke  down  the  isolation  which  threatened 
its  very  existence  as  a  British  possession.  Rttaining  its  loyalty 
to  Cireat  Britain,  it  became  an  integral  part  of  the  new  Empire, 
and  the  last  western  link  in  the  transcontinental  chain  of 
prov  inces,  forming  the  Dominion  of  Conada.

tn  the  Spring. 

Many  packs  roam  the  great  Barren 
att  }aar.  causteg  great  deatiueHon  aaooff  the 
oarlboii  durinc  Ihe  .short  Summer.  Woe  betide 
•n^  game  that  may  be  unlxicky  enough  to  get 
dlflrlnd  flrem  Omoi  or  «lioae  trail  they  craat. 

These  great  hunters  of  the  Barrens  are  In 
a  class  by  themselves.  They- are  as  a  rule 
dtitor  tot  ootor,  IflOfer  of  leg.  heatUr  af  hi*o 
and  miLscle  thptt  their  more  Southern  cousins, 
and  are  apeeUUily  endowed  by  the  devil  with 


That  their  number  l.s  not  greater  is  due.  in 
my  opinion,  to  the  fact  that  death  Is  the 
penalty  Impoeed  by  the  pack  for  any  and  all 
Infringement  of  pack  law,  also  any  dispute 
between  any  two  members  of  the  pack  Is  set- 
tled by  death  to  one  a(  them.  And  the  fangs 
of  diath  win  strike  the  erring  ftanale  or  grow- 
tttf  pup  with  the  same  deadly  swlftnaes  aa  to 
a  mature  ailb  mudwr. 

This  disregard  of  sex  and  maturity  does 
not  apply  to  any  wolves  south  of  the  BaRMM< 
With  timber  wolves  law  and  death  are  not 
so  cloBrly  related.  ""A  member  of  a  timber 
pack  may  be  chastised,  but  a  fight  to  ttM  dnth 
rarely  takes  place  except  where  leadership  Is 
rhallenged  or  my  lady'a  faror  la  disputed. 
Death  then  is  always  the  reward  bf  tiM  tMl» 


Siourge  of  the  North 

CONTRARY  to  popular  opinion,  the  wolf 
is  not  an  animal  of  fixed  habit  or  abode. 
He  follows  the  moose  and  d'lr  from  district 
to  district  as  they  wander  in  search  of  food. 
He  is  where  yeu  find  him;  alw»ya  eunntaf, 
suspicious  and  wise  as  to  trap,  fnarc  .ind  doc- 
tored bait,  so  his  capture  or  destruction  is 
rarely  brou«ht^*mil  bf  any  alt  fcfmoift  df 
action  on  the  hunter^  part. 

It  U  my  opinion  that  timber  wolves  have 
greaUy  increased  to  number  ddriat  ttia  pact 
fifteen  years.  This  may  be  due  In  part  to 
favorable  seasons,  but  largely  to  the  fact  that 
their  pelts  have  had  praetleally  no  aow* 
value.  While  the  skins  of  othor  fnr  bearers 
of  the  North  have  soared  high,  wolf  skins  have 
been  hardly  worth  tlH  taklnt.

O the- axtarlor  wall  of  the  County  Build - 
ings.  erected  in  the  early  part  of  last 
century,  is  a  bronze  tablet  bearing  a 
ngieaantallnn  of  Oowrie  House,  which  for- 
merly occupied:  the  site.  This  plcturesq[oe  old 
mansion  was  one  ol  the  chief  omamenta  of 
tha  dty  from  IMS  unltt  its  demolition  nearly 
three  centuries  later,  and  In  1600  it  was  the 
scene  of  the  Oowrie  conspiracy,  by  means  Of 
whleh  the  Barl  of  Oowrie  and  his  brother. 
Alexander  Ruthven,  bought  to  secure  their 
own  political  advantage,  itjey  lured  Jamae 
VX  to  tha  hooaa  by  telling  him  a  fictitious 
srory  of  the  capture  of  a  foreign  spy.  who  had 
in  tUs  possession  a  great  treasure,  and  having 
datarheil  the  king  from  his  retinue,  they  led 
him  to  an  upper  room,  for  the  pretended  pur- 
pose of  toterviewing  the  non-existent  prlso(nr« 
and  whwe  they  intended,  either  to  make  hba 
a  irlaooer,  or  to  kill  him.  When  they  at- 
tempted to  bind  his  arms,  the  king  sueeaeded 
in  reaching  a  window  and  raising  an  alarm. 
With  the  result  that  he  was  promptly  rescued 
by  hla  attaadanta.  and  tha  IM  And  Ma

All  trnrec  of  Perth  Ca'tle.  which  was  erected 
in  860  and  dcniolulicd  about  1400,  have  dis- 
appeared, while  the  Spey,  or  Spy  Tower,  the 
most  important  of  the  many  fortrease.s  on  the 
old  city  walls,  was  demoli.shed  last  century. 
A  masonic  hall  In  ParlUunent  Street  stands 
on  a  .site  occupied  until  ifii«  by  the  building 
in  which  the  Scottish  Parliamenta  met,  and 
to  King  Idward  Street  Is  a  rtpUea  of  th* 
aneient  Mercat  Cross,  which  waa  e^atfod  aa 
a  memorial  to  Sdward  VII.

1582  of  the  kidnapping  of  James  VI  by  the 
Earl  of  Oowrie.  the  predecesessor  of  the  Earl 
who  planned  tha  Oowrie  conspiracy  of  1000. 
The  king,  who  was  only  sixteen  in  1582,  was 
detained  in  the  castle  while  Oowrie  secured 
ihe  control  of  the  realm,  which  he  held  for 
some  months,  but  he  was  ultimately  displaced 
and  executed  to  1584.  The  castle,  which  has 
been  considerably  restored,  consists  of  two 
massive  towers,  nine  and  a  half  feet  apart  and 
imited  by  a  lower  range  of  buildtogs.  The 
space  between  the  towers  Is  known  as  "The 
Maiden's  Leap."  owing  to  a  tradition  that  a 
daughter  of  the  first  Eari  had  Jumped  across 
If.  from  one  tower  to  the  other,  to  avoid  de- 
tection to  a  clandestine  love  affair.— (Copy- 
rifhtad).

clouds;  then  in  the  first  years  of  my  teens  we 
moved  here  to  the  sunny  side  of  Canada,  where 
the  wood*  and  the  few  cleared  fields  were 
aunply  agio*  with  birds.

tanagers.  I  called  tham  red  birds,  in  sight  at 
oiice,  and  when  the  red  bird  storm  came,  as  wa 
aaUad  It.  along  about  the  twentieth  of  May,  I 
wish  every  naturalist  of  today  could  have  fol- 
lowed me  for  a  few  hours  to  the  woods,  and  ha 
vottid  have  seen  more  warblers  hi  m  IgV 
than  I  can  find  In  a  week  right  now.

^  the  epgs  of  his  favorite  bird,  the  mar- 
^Rm  gMnmtog  dova,  which  occaskmaUy 
r.'\iK  prey  to  a  bird-eatmg  hawk,  admittedly; 
destroys  thooaands  of  weed  aeeds,  but  soaag 
birds  such  M  tha  dova  spread  weeds  by  carry- 
Inij  "^eed-s  m  aoQ  attached  to  their  feet.  Thes« 
are  only  thraa  aaampies  of  countless  similar 
mtai  wlaHaiishlpa  to  nature.  If  everyone 
were  to  d»"-«rov  'he  species  towards  which  bo 
had  a  personal  aversion,  there  would  be  few 
Ihrtog  creatoree  left,  and  tt  Ik  tigrtlTH  if  aaart 
man  himself  would  escape. 

"It  is  illogical  to  accuse  a  hawk  of  oroalty 
biakdM  It  lata  Ito  IMng  as  nature  intended  iti 
to  get  It.  Man  ix  prone  to  Judge  nature  from 
his  own  point  of  view,  and,  unfortunately,  tod 
often  from  a  seiflsh  one.  Are  we  to  deddo 
whathar  a  natural  act  is  cruel  or  not  by  aoo* 
iMartag  whether  it  Is  for  our  own  aeanflaaW 
adVBBtoga  or  othcrwiMt  Let  us  picture,  far, 
cxaa^le,  a  fly-catcher,  considered  to  p9  one  Of 
our  most  beneficial  birds,  perched  upon  the  top 
of  a  dead  tree  watchtog  the  .mh  i  ending  coun- 
try. An  insect,  perhaps  of  a  kind  entirely 
beneficial  to  man.  fliee  past,  and  the  Mrd 
leaves  its  perch,  darts  out  and,  aa  Mr  Minor 
would  say.  'eau  it  aUve.'  Yet  If  a  hungry  hawk 
comes  along  and  makM  a  makl  af  ttia  fly* 
oatflhat  It  is.  according  to  kr.  Miner's  reason- 
ing, an  act  of  intolerable  cruelty.  And  yet 
he  apparently  sees  nothtag  cruel  to  the  eating 
ol  a  crow  by  a  red -tailed  hawk.  Whether  a 
hawk  la  enial  or  not  seems  to  depend  on 
whether  tte  Mrd  H  aato  la  one  whMh  Mr. 
Miner  likes  or  dislikes.

AN  egg  plant  which  promises  much  of  value 
to  Canadians  la  referred  to  In  the  armual 
nport  of  the  dlroetor  of  Dominion  Kxped- 
mental  Farms  As  the  result  of  long-COO- 
tinued  studies  the  Dominion  horttctdtortot 
aMkoe  the  foiloarlac  obeervatton: 

<A  Japanese  egg  plant  called  Wegasakl.  with 
fruit  too  small  for  the  general  market,  having 
proved  the  only  efg  plant  that  would  prodixe 
a  satisfactory  crop  In  many  parts  of  Canada 
owing  to  Its  earliness,  was  crossed  with  the 
Black  Beauty,  one  of  the  large,  but  rather 
late  varlttlee,  with  the  result  that  an  egg  plsnt 
of  good  alio  waa  produced,  which  is  much 
Miltor  thaa  the  Black  Beauty.  Experiment » ; 
work  in  Ihto  oonneeUon  is  now  being  centred 
upon  gettliv  the  type  fixed.  When  thls'to 
aoeorapltohod  an  egg  plant  suitable  for  culU- 
vation  under  Canadian  conditions  will  be  es- 
tablished, and  it  wlU  probably  beoome  an  im-

HAVK  you  ewer  tried  the  edibto-podded 
peas?  Thev  differ  from  the  ordinary 
peas  in  having  no  rough  membrane  Inside  the 
pods.  Tim  pods.  then,  aa  woQ  as  tho  peas 
they  contain  are  rooked  and  eaten  and  make 
an  exceltont  dish,  being  fleshy,  ewoot  and 
tender,  lliey  an  not  reoonunended  to  Mper- 
sede  the  ordinary  pfas.  but  as  a  change  in 
Summer  they  an  BMSi  agreeable  and  attrac- 
Uve. 

As  a  general  rule  there  are  bu!  three  varie- 
ties. The  dwarf  grows  to  two  and  a  half  feet, 
the  UU  to  five  feet,  and  the  taeneter  poddsAto 
■Iz  feet  In  all  cases  gather  the  pods  when 
young  and  tender,  since  they  then  ppasess 
fuUest  ftovor.

Prevent  Loss  of  Chicks       Check  Mailing  Order 


AMONG  the  factors  which  contribute  to  the 
huge  total  of  chick  loss  annually,  most  of 
whtoh  an  prevsntaMe.  an  hMtaded  chtaks 
."Stolen  chicks  poisoned  from  eatlnij  salt,  rat 
poison,  paint  from  old  cans,  drinking  sour 
mOk  from  tahraalssd  dtohss.  ohtoks  drowned 

In  puddles  or  so  chilled  in  rains  that  they  die. 
Checks  stepped  on  by  attendanU,  horses  or 
other  anlmato;  chicks  burned  throoth  care- 
lessness in  operating  the  brooder,  chicks 
drowned  In  too  large  drinking  vessels,  palls, 
barrels,  or  other  receptacles  oufelsesly  toft 
niled  with  water  near  the  chicken  runs,  and 
chicks  killed  by  dogs,  oats,  nts,  Skunks,  foxes, 
raccoons,  hawks,  crowa,  awtoi  wosMls,  etc. 

Look  over  your  plant  and  e^plpnent,  try  to 
foresee  when  such  loeakt : 
aim  to  prevent  them. 


BEFORE  mailing  our  flower  order,  we  should 
check  over  our  lUt  to  make  sure  that  we 
have  flowers  for  cutting,  bedding,  edging, 
background  and  fragrance.  There  should  be 
early,  medium  and  late  bloomers  so  that  then 
Will  be  flowers  all  season.  We  must  have  a 
variety  of  color,  but  planted  so  that  there  wUl 
be  no  clashing  of  shades.  A  hastily  planned 
and  planted  garden  where  the  vegetable  rows 
are  crooked,  or  where  pink  and  yellow  flowers 
come  Into  violent  opposition,  will  certainly 
not  Improve  the  first  morning  view  when  one 
is  apt  to  be  most  critical.  Select  your  stond- 
ard  varieties,  that  is  flowera  which  have  given 
lattofaetlon  in  the  past,  but  also  add  a  foW 
new  ones  for  the  sake  of  gaining  experiens# 
.and  adding  interest.

Robert  Weir,  Dominion 
Minister  of  Agriculture,  made  his 
maiden  speech  In  Parliament.  It  was 
expected  he  would  enunciate  the  Govern- 
ment's poU<;y,  but  he  confined  ius  remarks  to 
a  ravlow.of  ths  poltolea  lattlated  since  he 
took  ofBce.  This  review  showed  thst  he  is 
fu)ly  cognizant  of  present-day  need  of  the 
agriculturist,*  namely,  laarkete,.  aad  it  ihowed. 
too,  tliat  he  v,  ill  spare  no  effort  to  build  up 
markets  on  quality.  And  he  is  not  content  to 
select  sultobto  pRMhiete  for  Sxport  fitam  what 
is  ofTered.  He  urges  that  laq^rovement  .start 
on  tlie  farm  with  improved  seed  and  breed- 
ing stock,  and  he  badu  hto  pleas  Irtth  a  sound 
policy  of  Fedsraf  asstotaaes. 

When  the  minister  says  that  Improved 
foundations  will  Improve  the  quality  of  prod- 
uete  avaUahto  for  cniportetiOB  and  thenby  as- 
sure the  buyers  of  coaslstcntly  hlgh-dais 
products,  he  knows  whereof  he  speaks.  Every- 
thing sold  off  Mr.  Weir's  own  Ssrm  at  Wel- 
don.  Bssk..  is  of  high  quality,  and  that  quality 
to  attalasd.  not  through  having  the  money  to 
buy  the  best,  but  through  improving  by 
breeding,  for  he  made  hi.s  farm  what  It  Is  by 
effort,  not  by  spending  money  from  an  out- 
side seuros.  >

Kxhlbttion  a  few  years  aga  Among  hto  en- 
tries was  a  beautiful  Percheron  stallion.  Bril- 
liant K.  a  champtoB  ahnoet  iriienver  abowa.

Dwarl  Beans  ai  Best  ni 
Sunny  Position 

Kminnr  or  dwarf  beane  have  been  grown 
all  Winter  In  pots  and  probably  yoti  have 
a  handful  of  two  of  seed  in  a  box  with  a  view 
to  transplsathw  adtolds  Isto  la  May.  fbr 
general  purposes  the  seeds  may  Ite  sown 
directly  outside  early  in  the  mOBth  of  May; 
In  the  fldmmer  ind  wsnnsr  dtotrlote  la  tho 
southern  parts  of  the  province  the  date 
may  be  a  week  earlier  and  in  the  North  it  to 
lust  as  wen  to  wait  until  the  middle  of  the 
month.  These  beaas  are  always  at  their  best 
in  a  sunny  position  and  In  a  well-drained 
medium,  rich  loam.  I^hey  do  not  do  well  In 
a  cold,  heavy  soil  apd  In  bleak,  backward  dl.-;- 
tricts.  They  alwsys  repay  generous  treatment, 
and  one  of  the  best  sites  In  ths  gardSB  aiust 
be  Imit  for  thsflk 

Needless  to  eay,  good  deep  digging  is  an  es- 
sential preliminary  and  a  liberal  dressUig  of 
manun,  aataral  or  artiflolal.  If  none  of  the 
former  has  yet  been  given,  work  It  into  the 
land  at  onoe,  using  cow  or  pig  manure  when 
the  soil  to  light  aad  littery  staff  sheald  your 
land  be  on  the  heavy  side  Lay  the  stuff 
along  the  line  to  be  occupied  by  the  planU 
and  dig  it  deeply  in.  Many  growers  will  n- 
quln  to  depend  on  artiflcinls  Scatter  these 
along  the  line  again  over  a  breath  of  a  foot 
and  fork  in,  not  too  deeply.  A  llbenl  dreering 
I?  again  essential,  and  v  .u  nerd  not  hesitate 
to  apply  a  quarter  pound  per  square  yard. 
The  seed  of  these  boons  an  quite  torge,  and 
there  to  no  necessity  for  too  thick  sowing.

to  be  very  similar  to  Campanute  aurtU  of 
Alaska,  and  to  a  weadertully  beautiful  thtag.

There  are  many  kinds  of  JellyfiaJi,  some  no 
bigger  tlian  a  chUd  s  hand,  while  others  are 
M  larga  as  a  dlnnar  plate.  Even  their  oolora 
differ,  .some  being  a  dull  brown  shade,  white 
not  a  few  boast  of  a  beautiful  pbik  tone. 

Children  may  pertaape  woiAer  how  tbe  Jelly- 
fish lives  and  catcher  his  food  Jimmy  and 
all  his  brothers  possess  a  small  fringe  en- 
eirekng  their  bodies,  and  when  email  eea 
creature.s  come  In  the  path  of  the  hUttgfl 
Jellyfi."^h  they  shoot  out  these  threads. 

Perhaps  the  moot  mystertous  thing  of  all 
to  that  the  jellyfish  carries  all  .sorts  of  tiny 
passengers  along  with  hbn  on  hto  traveto.  Baby 
whiting  and  shrimps  find  a  comfUrtaMe  hoaee 
underneath  his  umbrella  .shape  and  even  man- 
age to  share  some  of  the  food  which  the 
Jellyfish  misses  or  doee  not  want  Hbr*  thay 
atay  safely  and  .snugly,  until  they  are  Mg 
enough  to  leave  their  foat«r  parent  and  ven- 
ture «rt  Into  tbe  open  ika.

WK  all  know  what  hanMua  tf  we  tttof  an 
to  the  aurfaoe  ot  water.    We  go  right 

In  and  get  wet 

It  to  only  when  water  freeees  that  heavy 
ereaturea  like  ourselves  can  walk  -on  It.  But 
many  aquatic  insects  find  the  surface  of  water 
sufficiently  strong  for  them -to  walk  on  it  and 
to  uae  It  for  other  purpoeea.  Bomaymae.  writee 
a  contributor  to  my  magailne,  wf  oan  see  the 
surface  fUm  bending  beneath  their  feet,  but 
that  does  not  natter  as  long  aa  H  doea  not 
break. 

The  insects,  however,  do  not  have  it  all  theb* 
own  way.  The  very  lightness  which  enable.s 
them  to  walk  on  the  water  makes  it  difficult 
for  them  to  break  through  the  surface  flbn 
when  they  want  to  reach  the  depths  below. 
It  to  a  hard  struggte  for  aome  of  these  oraa- 
tures  to  get  under  the  water  at  all,  and,  hav- 
ing done  eo,  they  have  to  walk  down,  holding 
on  to  the  stem  ot  some  plant  In  order  to  reach 
the  bottom,  where  they  anchor  themsetves. 

When  their  business  in  the  deep  water  Is 
over  they  let  go  their  anchor  and  immediately 
float  upward.  But  their  trsublee  are  not  over 
yet.  Just  as  the  iasecf  had  to  bc^ak  through 
tbe  surface  film  when  going  down,  so  in  com- 
ing up  the  same  thing  haa  to  be  done,  and  It 
requires  nuuh  effort

Un- 
wanted buds  and  twlga  abauld  be  deftly 
pinched  out.  In  theee  ways  you  win  keep 
your  trees  small  and  shapely.  Never  allow 
the  sou  to  become  dust-dry,  yet  give  as  bttle 
water  as  pceelMe.  The  outddes  of  the  pots 
must  be  kept  clean,  while  any  mos.s  oi  lli  hen 
that  starU  to  grow  upon  tbe  surface  of  tbe 
soil  must  be  removed.    Beleeted  apsrtmene
